Spopee, grown gray with his long im- 
prisonment. They established his tribal 
identity by an Indian song and one of 
the interpreters recognized in Spopee the 
hero of an old legend; who had disap- 
peared more than a score of years ago 
into scme white man’s jafl. Blackfoot 
mothers have been singing their chil- 
dren to sleep with a song about him

Moreover, it is now believed that Spo- 
pee committed the murder in self-de- 
tense. He and another Indian, Good 
Rider, asked a white man for food. 
Their request was denied and the white 
man denounced Spopee, finally assault- 
ing him with an ax. -The Indian claims 
to have fired in self-defense, and his 
story is credited by the Department of 
Justice. 

After Spopee's coviction at Fort Ben- 
ton and sentence to death, he was re- 
moved to the Federal prison at Fort 
Leavenworth. While awaiting execu- 
tion the Indian maintained absolute si- 
ler.ce. He has since told interpreters he 
felt sure he would be hanged and de- 
cided not to talk or make any effort to 
be released. His conduct was so unus- 
ual that he was believed to be insane 
and after two years was removed to the 
Federal hospital there, where he has 
been held a prisoner for 32 years. 

Spopee is regarded as an intelligent 
Indian by physicians who have exam- 
ined him since the movement to obtain 
his release was begun. Interpreters find 
he still gives practically the same ac- 
count of the tragedy which he related 34 
years ago at Fort Benton.

HUG HIS REWARD 
FROM MRS, LEATHE, 
EDWARDS SAYS 


He Testifies That Was What He 
Got When Promised $20,000 
for Alley Vacation. 


LAWYER CALLS HIM LIAR 


Witness, Repudiating Signatures 
on Document, Declares He 
Gave Woman Autograph. 


Tuesday morning’s hearing of Mrs. 
Grace A. Leathe’s replevin suit against 
William Irvine Edwards, her former 
financial agent, in Justice Luce’s court, 
was adjourned until afternoon because 
of the absence of Mrs. Leathe’s maid, 
Miss Laura Sweet, whose testimony is 
desired. Mrs. Leathe was not in court. 

Edwards was there, wearing a cream- 
colored silk suit, silk shirt, white silk 
socks and white canvas shoes. This 
outing costume did not wholly relieve 
the discomforts of the sultry courtroom, 
and he wiped his brow repeatedly with 
the white silk handkerchief which fig- 
ured in his testimony Monday as a gift 
o him from Mrs. Leathe. 

Pavers Bear His Signature. 

According to his statement then, the 
handkerchief, embroidered with his au- 
tograph, and a hug, were about all 
the reward he got for several years of 
work for Mrs. Leathe. The evidence 91. 
this work, and of her obligation to pay 
him for it, is contained, he says, in a biz 
bundle of her letterg to him, missing 
from his office safe after she nad it 
opened under the authority of a writ 
of replevin. He says the letters will 
win his $351,000 suit against Mrs. Leathé, 
now pending, and he is seeking to con- 
pel her to return them. 

Charles P. Williams, Mrs. Leathe's 
lawyer, cross-examining Edwards, 
cenfronted him with papers purport- 
ing to be receipts, bearing Edwards’ 
signature for payment of the sums 
due him from Mrs. Leathe. One of 
the papers was dated Dec. 16, 1909, 
and was a release of all obligations 
to that date, and the other, with an 
accompanying canceled check, was a 
receipt for $44,500, in full payment 
for services up to May 28, 1912. 

“That seems to be my signature,” said 
Edwards, as he examined the different 
papers. “But I did not sign these pa- 
pers. Perhaps this will explain it,“ and 
he displayed the silk handkerchief. 

Mrs. Leathe asked me for samples of 
my autograph,” he said, “and she em- 
broidered one of them into this hand- 
kerchief. I never supposed any other 
use was to be made of the autograph.”’ 

“All I Got Was Just One Hug.” 

Williams asked Edwards if, in his di- 
rect examination, he did not say Mrs. 
Leathe had promised to pay him $20,000 
for having an alley vacated, adjoining 
her property on Locust street. 

Edwards said that was true, and that 
he did have the alley vacated and took 
to Mrs. Leathe a copy of the ordinance, 
passed by the Assembly and signed by 
the Mayor. 

“And she paid you $20,000 for that?“ 
Williams asked. 

“No, sir.“ Edwards replied, 
for that was just one hug.” 

On motion of Williams the last re- 
mark was ordered stricken from the 
record, and Williams said if the wit- 
ness were off the stand he would re- 
sent it in another manner.“ 

“Well, it is true.“ Edwards said. 

Tou are a liar,’’ Williams said. Ed- 
wards made no reply. 

Williams then said he did not feel 
like going on with the hearing, and 
asked that it be adjourned for the day. 
His request was granted. 

Got Hairpins From Undertaker. 

Mrs. Leathe was not in court to hear 
Edwards’ assertions. Earlier in the day 
he told from memory of ‘the contents of 
Mrs. Leathe’s letters, which, he said. 
contained acknowledgments of services 
of all sorts. One of these services was 
the negotiating of a $1,200,000 loan on 
property which had cost Mrs. Leathe 
$500,000; another was the obtaining of a 
package of hairpins for Mrs, Leathe in 
Chicago on a Sunday, when the stores 
were closed. Edwards said he got the 
hairpins from an undertaking shop, and 
that Mrs. Leathe was greatly pleased by 
his resourcefulness. 

He also said the letters would show 
that Mrs. Leathe had paid $500 té an im- 
postor, who had promised to introduce 
her to J. Pierpont’ Morgan and George

They Lent $20,061 for Experi- 
ments in, Manufacture of 
White Lead, They Say. 


A suit to restrain Edwin Euston from 
transferring two patents he had ob- 
tained upon white lead manufacturing 
processes was filed in the Circuit Court 
Tuesday by Murray Carleton, Rolla 
Wells, Henry S. Priest, George L. Allen, 
William D. Orthwein, William R. Orth- 
wein, J. Clark Street and Arthur 
Thacher, minority stockholders in the 
Euston Lead Co., on the Wabash tracks 
near Sarah street. The company also 
is made a defendant. 

The plaintiffs also ask the Court to 
order Euston to transfer the patents to 
them, alleging they advanced him $20,061 
to conduct experiments on his promise 
to assign to them.all improvements he 
made in processes for manufacturing 
white lead while * the company's em- 
ploy. 

The Euston Lead Co. was incorporated 
in January, 1909, with $100,000 capital. Of 
the 1000 shares, 430 are held by the 
plaintiffs: Wells owns 128 shares: Eus- 
ton is president of the company and his 
father, Alexander Euston, who lives at 
the St. Louis Club, is secretary. The 
majority stock is owned by the Eustons 
and their relatives, who algo control 
the board 6f directors. 

The plaintiffs say the two Eustons and 
William B. Thompson, Edwin Euston’s 
personal attorney, comprise the majori- 
ty of the board of directors. The board, 
they say, has refused to compel Edwin 
Euston to assign his two new patents to 
the plaintiffs and, through counsel, in- 
vited them to file the injunction suit. 

The company was formed to manu- 
facture white lead by the old Dutch 
process. Edwin Euston then owned sev- 
eral patents pertaining to the manufac- 
ture of white lead. After buying sturk 
in the company, the plaintiffs say, they 
loaned the defendant the $20,061 for ex- 
periments, between Sept. 1, 1910, and 
May 5, 1911. Euston, they say, obtained 
two patents Dec. 7, 1911. The plaintiffs 
contend they are entitled to the owner- 
ship of the patents.

William Nelson Cromwell, whose adroit and masterful mind, whetted on the 
grindstone of corporation cunning, conceived the Panama revojution, became 
in 1898. 4 

In January, 1896, as a result of suggestions made through Mr. Whalen, then 
vice-president of the Panama Railroad Co., the board of directors of the new 
French Panama Canal Co. addressed itself to William Nelson Cromwell and 
later to his law firm, Messrs. Sullivan & Cromwell, and intrusted them with 
the representation and defense of the company's interests, appointing them 
general counsel of the company in the United States. 

Mr. Cromwell became the lobbyist ot the New Panama Canal Co. His was 
the ghostly hand which reached out aad strangled every effort made in either 
House or Senate to secure the construction of the Nicaragua Canal. This 
condition of affairs continued for many years, until Congress finally consents4 
to pay $40,000,000 for the property of Mr. Cromwell's clients and $10,000,000 more

Mr, Cromwell not only defeated the 
Senate amendment to the Rivers and 
Harbors bill, but obtained the passege 
of a, substituted amendment appointing 
a new commission to examine the Pan- 
ama route, thus throwing the whole 
matter back into the investigating stage 
and effectually preventing the passage 
of any Nicaraguan legislation. In his 
brief, Mr. Cromwell says: 

“The House conferees, led by Mr. 
Burton, chairman of the Committee o7 
Rivers and Harbors, remained unshaken 
in their determination to force the sub ; 
stitution of their amendment for the 
Nicaragua amendment; the Senate con- 
ferees (not daring to wreck the whole 
Rivers and Harbors bill, which appro- 
priated many millions of dollars) finally 
y.elded and in the last hours of Con 
gtess the substituted amendment be- 
came law to the consternation and great 
astonishment of the Nicaragua party, all 
of whose bills failed of passage before 
the closure of Congress (March 3, 1898). 

Disaster Is Avoided, 

„Thus the imminent disaster was 
avoided and the investigation of the 
Panama Canal assured. The conse 
qvences of this victory cannot be com- 
puted, as it was a question of life and 
death for the Panama company. We 
think that. we are justified in stating 
that without our efforts the new com- 
mission would not have been created and 
that the Nicaragua bill would in that 
case have been 28 

The passage of the law of March 3, 
1999, created a new commission to study 
all the routes, including Panama, en- 
tirely changed the situation and ve 
Mr. Cromwell the opportunity he want 
ed. He urged on President McKinley 
that neither Admiral Walker, Col. Hains 
nor Prof. Haupt should be appointed, 
as they had already reported in favor 
of Nicaragua. He prepared a list of en- 
gineers which, after interviews with 
Secretary Hay and President McKinley, 
he furnished to the Government. 

In his he says: Later, when 
the commission was named, it was seen 
that the greater number of the engineer 
members were comprised in the list thus 
furnished.“ 


The commission appointed by the 
President on June 9 was composed of the 
following men: Rear Admiral John G. 
Walker, U. S. N., president; Samuel. 
Pasco, ex-Senator from Florida; George 
S. Morison, Lieutenant-Colonel Oswald 
H. Ernest and Peter C. Hains, Corps of 
Engineers, U. 8. A.; Prof. Lewis NM. 
Haupt, Prof. William H. Burr, Alfred 
Noble and Prof. Emory R. Johnson of 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

The commission was organized June 
15, 1890, and sailed for Paris on Aug. 3, 
1999. Their intention was to begin in- 
vestigations on the Isthmus of Panama, 
but there they would have been within 
the zone of Influence of Nicaragua, so 
Mr. Cromwell persuaded the commis- 
sioners to overturn all their plans and 
start in on the French company’s books 
and maps in Paris, where he would, 
“with the object of influencing its de- 
cisions,’ produce before the commission 
distinguished English, French, German 
and Russian engineers who were, of 
course, committed to the Panama route. 
Mr. Cromwell advised the company by 
cable when he had brought the Walker 
commission to this decision, so the com- 
pany could be ready to receive the 
Americans in Paris. 

, Another feature of the campaign Mr. 
Cromwell had planned was the Amerti- 
canization of the Panama Canal. He 
pointed out to the company that “not 
one American citizeh has the least pe- 
cunlary interest in the success of the 
Panama company, which, being French, 
is looked upon almost with hostility as 
a foreign enemy of an American enter 
prise.” His brief reads: : 

To change this situation, to Amer 
itanize the Panama Canal, to cause it 
to be represented by an American com- 
pany and to give to American cit:- 
tens some direct -pecuniary interest in 
ile success (even if this interest was 
comparatively small) would, according 
to our advices to the company, trans- 
form the nature of the conflict an4 
might eventually decide the result.”

Meeting Dipiomatic Opyosition, 

Congress met again in December, 1899. 
The Nicaragua party affected to ignore 
the Walker commission and began to 
insist more vigorously than ever on the 
pas ‘the Nicaragua bills. 

Mr. Morgan immediately introduced 
the Nicaragua bill to the Senate, Mr. 
Hepburn reintroduced it in the House, 
and the partisans of Nicaragua rallied 
for aggressive action. Besides, the 
governments of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica kept up a constant agitation, 
through diplomatic channels, to bring 
about the adoption of the Nicaragua 
route by the United States, and to this 
end offered to grant all the rights and 
concessions asked for. Mr. Cromwell 
spent most of his time in Washington, 
conferring with many members of Con- 
Sress and officials, insisting that no 
action should be taken either by Con- 
gress through legislation or by the De- 


‘partment of State concluding a treaty 
with Nicaragua or Costa Rica. 

“The situation was critical and dan- 
gerous for Panama, said Mr. Cromwell. 
“We employed every argument and 
every means in order to bring about 
a delay until after the filing of the 
report of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
slon.“ ’ 

In order to help delay all action, 
Mr. Cromwell determined that every 
member of Congress should be officially 
acquainted with all the different docu- 
ments and statements which he had sent 
at various times to the President. So 
he obtained the introduction in the Sen- 
ate of a resolution by which the Presi- 
dent was asked to transmit these docu- 
ments to the Senate, The resolution 
was passed and the documents were 
transmitted in due form, and, by order 
of the Senate, printed. 

The question of fortifying the Nica- 
ragua Canal again arose, so Mr. Crom- 
well “pointed out to several Senators 
the bearing of this subjeet upon the ex- 
isting treaty with Great Britain and 
laid stress on the fact that the canal 
had to be neutral.“ Here was another 
opportunity to balk the American people 
for the ultimate profit of the French- 
Panama canal company. |

Mr. Crom- 
well “immediately had interviews with 
Senators and opposed this action.“ The 
motion was tabled. 

Three days later Representative Hep 
burn obtained the signatures of 10 
members of the House urging Speaker 
Eenderson to make the Nicaragua ca- 
nal bill the order of the day.

WASHINGTON, July 7. President 
son had before him today the resſg- 
nation of George Fred Williams, Amer- 
ican Minister to Greece and Montenegro, 
whose alleged critictams of conditions 
in Albania caused a sensation in Wash- 
ington and in the capitals of Europe. It 
was expected that it would be accepted 
immediately, thus terminating Williams’ 
brief, though extraordinary career as a 
diplomat. ö 

Williams’ resignation had been at the 
White House since last night, where it 
was sent from the State Departmen. 
Secretary Bryan in a statement formal- 
ly announced his resignation, stating 
that Williams gave as his reason that 

he could not comment upon conditions 
in Albania as he would like under the 
restraint imposed by hrs diplomatic po- 
sition and that he did not feel he could 
conscientiously keep silent with his 

knowledge of what is being done. WIl- 
Hams added, the Secretary stated, that 
he did not wish to embarrass the Presi- 
dent. | 

Resignation Was Asked. 

" Belief that President Wilson had de- 
cided to accept the resignation at once 
was further strengthened by the fact 
that the President caused the resigna- 
tion to be asked for last Friday night 
and that he had notified the leading 
European Powers that the United States 
disclaimed any responsibility for state- 
ments regarding Albania credited to 
Williams.

State Commission Limits Amount 
Which Can Be Demanded for 
Service to Consumers. 


METER TESTS PROVIDED 


Néw Rules Promulgated for Reg- 
ulation of Utilities and Pro- 
tection of Public. 


Public service corporations requiring 
deposits from their consumers will 
have to pay at the rate of 6 per cent 
also from exacting deposits in excess of 
an estimated 60 days’ bill for the con- 
sumer. 

Such corporations will be prohibited 
aiso from exacting deposits in excess 0! 
an estimated 60 days’ bill for the con- 
sumer. 

These rules of the Public Service Com- 
mission will apply with special force to 
the West St. Louis Water and Light 
Co., which supplies all the towns, vil- 
lages and subdivisions of St. Louis 
County having water service. 

The company has exacted a $15 
deposit from all of its customers, an 
has never paid any interest for the use 
of the money. Under the new rule it 
would have to pay 90 cents a year on 
such a deposit. 

But under the order of the Commission 


the company will not be permitted to 


exact a charge in excess of $3 from the 
average consumer who pays a minimum 
of $1.89 a month. 

The Missouri Electric Co. and the St. 
Louis County Gas Co., which 40 bus 
ness in St. Louis County, seldom de- 
mand any deposits. 

Interest on Light Deposits. 

In St. Louis Union Electric, under 
some conditions, requires a deposit 
of 5 to $10 and the as com- 
pany a deposit averaging $5. Home 
owners and renters who can get re- 
sponsible persons to sign a guarantee 
that theig bills will be paid, do not 
have to put up any deposits either 
with the gas or electric company, 
Both companies have always pal. in- 
terest at the rate of 4 and 5 per cent 
on the deposits. 

If either company, under the rul- 
ing of the commission, retains the 
ceposits, it will have to increase the 
rate of interest. This would amount 
to 10 cents a year to the averag: 
consumer—not quite enough to buy 
two roasting ears at the present high 
prices of green corn. 

The order of the commission require: 
that interest shall be paid to the con 
sumer annually, or upon the withdrawa 
of. the deposit. 

Secretary Spohr of Union Electric sai 
the company some time ago advance. 
the rate of interest to 6 per cent whe 
it was intimated that the commissio: 
would issue an order increasing thé rat. 
The order, having been anticipated b: 
the company, will not affect it. 

The gas company’s rate has been 
per cent, but officials of the compan: 
said Tuesday that householders, con 
sumers who had established credit wit} 
the company by paying their bill 
promptly for one year, or whose bill: 
were guaranteed by someone else, wer: 
not required to make any deposit. Here. 
tofore the companies have paid the ac- 
cumulated interest only when the de- 
posit was withdrawn, regardless of the 
number of years it had been on deposit. 

Consumers are also given the priv- 
ilege, by general order No. 20, of hav- 
ing their meters tested by experts 
from the Public Service Commission. 
The fee for the inspection will be 
$2. If the meter is found to be run- 
ning at a faster pace than it should, 
and piling up unjust bills on the 
consumer, the company will have to 
pay the inspection fee. 

But if the meter is found to be 
correct—or, perchance too slow—the 
consumer must pay the fee. 

Discontinuance of Service. 

The order also contains a provision 

that no public service corporation 
can discontinue a consumer's service 
without giving him 24 hours’ written 
notice advising him of the violation 
o some-specific rule. 
There are other rules for the pro- 
tection of consumers, who have here- 
tofore been without protection from 
the public service corporations, in 
the matter of meter deposits and dis- 
continuance of service. Consumers 
have hot always been able to pro- 
tect themselves against misreading 
of their meters, but the commission 
has come to their aid. 

Rule 4 provides that every time a 
meter is read for the purpose of deter- 
mining the monthly consumption of 
service in order to render a bill for 
same. the meter reader must Igave on 
consumer's premises, preferably at- 
tached to meter, a card on which is in- 
dicated the reading of meter, togethei 
with the date and hour of reading. 
“Fach electric meter placed in service 
shall within 30 days after the date of 
installation, be checked for corre.t con 
nection, mechanical condition, suitable 
location and accuracy by comparing 
with approved portaole standards.“ 

Water Specifications. 

The order specifies that all water fur- 
nished by a utility for public service 
must be suitable for drinking and gen 
eral household purposes and that wate: 
to be suitable for drinking should be 
palatable, agreeable to sight and smell, 
free from poisonous substances and rea- 
sonably free from objectionable salts in 
solution. In addition, all water fur- 
nished must be free from disease-pre- | 
ducing organisms and reasonably. free 
from all bacteria and microscopic or- 
ganisms in solution. 

The commission has set July 28 fo: 
hearings of objections to the order, after 


which date it will be in effect.

REFORM OUR COURT RULES. 

The way is open to reform at once the judicial 
system of St. Louis, to cure justice of delay, to 
lessen the burden of jury duty, and to save 
$150,000 a year to the taxpayers of this city. The 
waste of taxpayers’ money in St. Louis, to say 
nothing of the waste of time of business men 
and working men in connection with their jury 
duty caused by the moss-grown, slipshod meth- 
ods of handling causes in the Circuit Court, is 
more than the interest) charges on the Free 
Bridge. 

Under a revised system which it is possible for 
the judges themselves to put into effect, without 
legislation or other authority than they now pos- 
sess as Judges, half the time of courts and liti- 
gants and jurors could be saved, and the ex- 
penses of the taxpayers could be cut in two. 

About two years ago many St. Louis lawyers 
were moved to action by the urgent necessity | of 
expediting business in our circuit courts. Law- 
yers, litigants, witnesses and jurors complained of 
the delay in getting cases disposed of. 

A plan was proposed by a committee of the 
Blackstone Society, composed of 30 active attor- 
neys, and after consideration, was adopted and 
proposed to the St. Louis Bar Association. It 
was the same plan which is in successful opera- 
tion in Kansas City and which is strongly ap- 
proved dy the bench and bar of that city. The 
plan was carefully considered by the St. Louis 
Bar Association, after thorough investigation by. 
a special committee, and approved. The plan 
was proposed to the Judges of the Circuit Court, 
who met in general term and appointed a com- 
mittee to consider it. 

A meeting of the whole bar of St. Louis was 
called, and with only two dissenting votes the 
meeting approved the plan and appointed a spe- 
cial committee to pass upon the legality of it. 
The committee, composed of some of the leading 
lawyers of the city, approved the legality of the 
proposed rules. 

Afterwards, the committee of Judges and the 


committee of the Bar Association held many 


joint meetings; and one of the most experienced 
clerks of the court was sent to Kansas City to 
investigate the operation of the system there. 
After his report was made, meetings of the com- 
mittees continued, with the clerk present, and it 
was decided to recommend the rules agreed upon 
to the whole court. The rules contemplate: 

1. The assignment of all cases to one division, 
in which the presiding J W should make uP the 
issues. | 

2. The summoning of all parties, witnesses 
and jurors to the central division, and 

3. The assignment for trial to the various di- 
visions in numerical order of cases when called 
for trial. 

The advantages of such a system are: 

1. The settling of all issues prior to trial in 
the central division, where all demurrers, mo- 
tions, etc., can be disposed of quickly. 

2. The setting of cases for trial promptly 
after the issues are made up. 

3. The saving in the time and expense of ju- 
ries by having only one-half the number of jurors 
required under the present practice of summon- 
ing jurors for every room. 

4. The efficiency of having cases sent to 
Judges who are not engaged in trial work, so 
that the waste of the present system can be 
eliminated. Now many judges are through with 
their trial work by the middle of the week, while 
others may have more than they can do, so that 
cases are continued, even though there are Judges 
who could try them if reassigned. 


and voted on, at first favorably, but upon recon- 
sideration were defeated on the ground that the 
Judges had not the legal power to put them into 
effect. 

But the overwhelming opinion of lawyers and 
judges, including all of the Judges of the Kansas 
City Court, is that the court has the power to 
put them into effect: and of this there seems to 
bé no doubt. 

In the first place, there is no law to prevent— 
and on this point a Kansas City lawyer has said 
that “when there is nothing on the statutes to 
prevent a measure for the public good, we put it 
into effect and let it stand until somebody legally 
knocks it dowh’’—which is progressive common 
sense. 

In the second place, the statutes relating to the 
Circuit Court in Kansas City are the same in 
effect as those relating to the St. Louis Circuit 
Court, and the power of our court to make rules 
is as great as that of the Kansas City Court. 
That the plan has worked splendidly in Kansas 
City is shown by the testimony of all the Circuit 
Judges and by a poll of 80 per cent of the active 
lawyers of that city, indorsing it. 

With the bar of St. Louis practically unanimous 
for the new rules, a prompt trial should be made 
cf them. We have shown the carefyl preparation 
and examination which have been given them. 
And the need for them is one of the crying needs 
of the hour in this city.

ROOSEVELT AND CROMWELL. 


William Nelson Cromwell’s Panama Canal lobby 
up to the time that Theodore Roosevelt became 
President. 

These two chapters are compiled 3 from 
Mr. Cromwell's personal account of his activities.

For many years the American people were 
strangely and mysteriously thwarted in their 
efforts to build an isthmian canal.

Of the varieties of plans for city 
government there seems no end.

Boston's differs 
from Pittsburg's, Cleveland’s from 
Galveston’s, Buffalo’s suggested plan 
from the one Kansas City has been 
discussing, and now St. Louis has a 
new variation. Some of this diver- 
gence is, of course, due to State leg- 
islation, but most often to local theo- 
ries as to the best way to meet local 
problems. 

Folk’s exposure of “boodling”’ in 
the city government was befofe the 
days of the commission plan and its 
modifications. After a momentary re- 
vulsion St, Louis returned apparently 
to municipal somnolency. But four

The new charter abolishes the bi- 
cameral chambers elected by wards, 
and substitutes a board of 28 alder- 
men nominated by wards but élected 
at large. The Mayor and Comptroller 
are the only elective edministrative 
officials; all others become appoint- 
ive. The charter also includes the 
initiative, referendum and recall. 
The new plan was -supported by 
most of the newspapers and the cen- 
tral committees of all three political 
parties, as well as by a citizens’ 
movement. It was opposed by the 
utility corporations, a strong coterie 
of professional politicians and office- 
holders and allied interests. The vote 
was not quite two-thirds of the regis- 
tration, so that the new system was 
adopted by the votes of something 
short of one-third the registered 
voters, a fact that with the initiative, 
referendum and recall provision starts 
“the new St. Louis,” as the papers 
hail it, on | very precarious footing.
